At the common council meeting last, 


evening all were present except Ald. 
Weeks, and the session was even hotter 
than a council of war every evening in 
the Argus office when the Grand Boo- 
hooer looks over the columns of The 
Times and calls down his regular and 
volunteer force for getting left on 
good items of news that are floating 
around. 

Maybe it was the fact that the coun- 
cil stumbled up against a couple of 
damage suits that made a sort of men- 
tal dyspepsia contagious. Maybe it was 
the sudden change of the weather, 
Maybe it was the ice water, but at any 
rate the council members would engage 
in a scrap on as slight a provocation 
as Sam Beakes would accept any old 
nomination from the parity to which he 
belongs for revenue only. 

THE KYERS WANT $6,000. 

The Kyer Milling Co. presented a 
petition to the council asking for $6,000 
damages on the ground that it is the 
owner of Allen’s creek and its waters 
at a certain point, and has the right to 
use the same for power purposes, put 
that the city, by its system of storm 
sewers and large drains along the 
streets running east and west, has 
caused to be emptied into Allen’s creek 
large quantities of. gravel, filth, etc., 
and that these have lodged in the mill 
race, making its waters unfit for mill- 
ing purposes. The petition ‘was referred 
to the city attorney and a special com- 
mittee, consisting of Alds. Coon, Koch 
and Rohde. 3 

F. Wurster aiso threatened a legal 
action against the city on account of 
the city, by its officials, have removed 
gravel from the street to the injury of 
his property on the west end of Mosely 
st. It was referred to the street com- 
mittee. 

HURON STREET PAVING. 

The board of public ‘works recom- 
mended that the paving on Huron St., 
east of Main st., be delayed for one 
year, that if the majority of property 
‘owners between Ashley and Fifth ave. 
wanted brick paving that it be included 
in the Washington st. job; and that the 
storm sewers be extended from Main. st. 
to- Ingalls st. this year. 

Ald. Brown moved that the matter be 
referred to the board of public works 
and that they report, in accordance 
with a resolution passed some time ago, 
if a majority of the property Owners in 
the Huron st. district want paving. 
“They want to monkey this thing 
along,” said Ald. Brown. ‘Besides, the 
water company has said thait it will lay 
no more pipe unless it is ordered.” 

Ald. Brown’s motion was carried.

IN REGARD TO SPRNKLING.

The following appeared in ‘today’s is- 
sue of the Free Press:

warrant, charging Charles Baird, aith- 


letic manager for the University of 
Michigan, with assault and battery 
upon Kid Dupont, leader of the Ann Ar- 
bor band, on the day of tthe football

sin elevens. T'he alleged assault took 


place at the Russell house, and is said 


to have been caused over money mat- 
ters. The warrant will not be served 
until Mr. Baird’s next visit to Detroit. 
As a maltter of fact, Mr. Dupont and 
Mr. Baird had an altercation in the 
Russell ‘house after the baseball game 
on Decoration day. 
Mr. Dupont is manager of the U. of 
M. band and Mr. Baird is manager of 
athletics, : 
It seems, that Mr. Dupont wanted to 
know something about whether the ath- 
letic association was going to pay for 
the suppers for ‘the ‘band. Mr. Baird 
referred him to ‘Bill’? Day, whom he 


said was taking care of that end of- 


the matter for the association. Mr. 
‘Dupont said he had already been to 
Mr. Day, and closed the discussion, as 
far aS words were concerned, by re- 
marking that “somebody was a liar.” 
This was more than Baird could stand, 
especially after having wrangled with 
the Wisconsin manager over legitimate 
expenses for several hours. 

Mr. Baird let go his right and 
caught Dupont squarely upon the jaw. 
As soon as he had done it, he regretted 
the act, and has repeatedly said so.

IN REGARD TO SPRNKLING. 

In regard to sprinkling, it will be re- 
membered that the council asked the 
city engineer to report on just how 
much property relatively the city is 
paying for being sprinkled. Mr. Key 
said that thie city property presents a 
frontage amounting to 35 store fronts, 
and that this, at the rate of 25 cents 
per front per week for seven months, 
would amount to $245. The city used 
to pay $25 a year and furnish the wa- 
ter under the former system. Ald. 
Brown wanted to give the Business 
Men’s association $300 a year, that be- 
ing a “‘split’? between Mr. Key’s esti- 
mate and Secretary Mills’ estimate.

Said he: “I would like to make a 
motion that the contract be given to 
Mr. Granville, who is just a little bit 
higher. I’ve had all the paving work 
from this man Clancy that I want.” 
Alds. Koch, Stevens and Coon imme- 
diately seconded the motion. 

City Attorney Norris seemed to think 
that the city is bound to take the low- 
est bid when the bidding is done on 
the same materials. He said the con- 
tractor was backed by a bond to do 
good work, and the city must fall back 
on his bond'smen if he does not fulfill 
his contract.

ED DUPONT SWEARS OUT A WARRANT

FOR ASSAULT AFIER THE WISCONSON

As a matter of fact, Mr. Dupont and 
Mr. Baird had an altercation in the 
Russell ‘house after the baseball game 
on Decoration day. 

Mr. Dupont is manager of the U. of 
M. band and Mr. Baird is manager of 
athletics. 

It seems, that Mr. Dupont wanted to 
know something about whether the ath- 
letic association was going to pay for 
the suppers for ‘the band. Mr. Baird 
referred him to ‘Bill’? Day, whom he 


said was taking care of that end of- 


the matter for the association. Mr. 
Dupont said he had already been to 
Mr. Day, and closed the discussion, as 
far as words were concerned, by re- 
marking that “somebody was a liar.” 
This was more than Baird could stand, 
especially after having wrangled with 
the Wisconsin manager over legitimate 
expenses for several hours.

thing. They have agreed by the terms 
of their charter to plank between all 
their crossings, so it seems to me that

The board of public works recom- 
mended that ‘the petition of E. H. Todd 
and ninteen others, asking for the con- 
struction of a sewer on Forest ave., 
from Perrin st. east, be granted, and 
that the city determine the east limit. 
The council at this point became slight- 
ly confused as to their exact position on 
this sublunary sphere, in other words, 
they forgot where they were at. AS a 
starter it was moved and carried that 
the petition be granted, then a motion 
was made and put to vote that it be 
referred back to the board of public 
works for a definition of the east Timit. 
It was then moved and carried that the 
question be removed from! file, and 
finally that it be referred back to the 
board ‘of public works to report at the 
next meeting in regard to the outlet.

Resolution by Ald. ‘Worden that the 
profile and plans for the ‘paving of Con- 
gress st., presented by Engineer Wood- 
ard earlier in the evening, be accepted, 
and that he be direlcted to prepare spec- 
ifica'tions.

Now I for one object to the Sec- 
ond ward’s being caled” upoa to stand 
half of the expense. I did not under- 
stand that the resolution tonight would 
be like this. I thought that the city 
would be called upon o donate $1,000 
and that the rest would be left to the 
Second ward and the syndicate which 
owns thie property in the Normal addi- 
tion. 

Ald. Huston: “I don’t think that this 
is a highiway all the way through, If 
I understand rightly, Mr. Mansfield 
owns the land up there in line of the 
road and just beyond the corporation 
limits. Mr. Mansfield will deed this 
property to the township if they will 
close the spur of the south Ann Arbor 
road, which joins the middle road at 
that point. 

J. N. Wallace, the largest property 
owner in the addition, was appealed to, 
and delivered himself in part as fol- 
lows: “The land has been condemned 
for a number of years, and I had no 
idea that Mr. Mansfield had any claim 
there. At any rate, I know that he -s 
willing and anxious tthat the road be 
opened. There is no need of going into 
the details of the merits of the ques- 
tion of opening up this section of the 
city. I will say, however, that the 
opening of the road will be the signal 
for great activity in residence building 
in that vicinity, a circumstance which 
will, as you readily see, raise the tax- 
able value of the ward.” i 

Ald. Van Fossen: “Is the syndicate 
willing to do anything?’’ 

J. N. Wallace: “We consider that we 

| have done our share. At the time of the 
condemnation of the land we gave five 
acres outright, and in addition donated 
considerable sums of money. We have 
kept up the taxes on this property, 
which is practically valueless on ac- 
count of the delay in opening it up, and 
are making calculations to begin im- 
provement on a large scale as soon as 
you give us the opportunity.
